lo the Honorable General Assembly of the State of Rhode Island: 

Gentlemen : — By the provisions of Section 6, Chapter 187 of the 
General Laws of this State, it is made a part of the duty of the 
Bailroad Commissioner to report to the General Assembly, at its 
adjourned session in Providence, the condition and operations 
of the several railroad corporations organized or doing business 
in the State, so far as the public interest may require, with such 
suggestions and recommendations as he may deem expedient. 
In pursuance thereof I respectfully present the following report. 

The returns of the several corporations are made as required 
by law, up to the 30th day of June, 1895 ; these returns will be 
found in full in the Appendix to this report, with tables compiled 
from said returns, giving the principal statistics up to that date. 

So long a time elapses from the date of these returns to the time 
of the meeting of the General Assembly, and so many matters of 
interest occur during that period, that, as heretofore, I have made 
my general report to comprise the entire year from January 1st, 
1895, to the 31st day of December. 

The general railroad business of the United States has shown a 
great improvement over that of last year. The number oi miles of 
new railroad constructed has been 1782, a trifle more than in the 
proceeding year, when only 1761 miles of new track were laid. 
The difference between this small amount of new mileage and that 
of the year 1887, when about 13,000 miles of new road were built, 
is very striking. 
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The preliminary report of incomes an<l 'expenditures made to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, domains statistics from 650 
railroad corporations represenhlj* 164,529.38 miles of line. As 
the total mileage of # th& •p^vibus year was 175,690.96 miles, it 
shows that only\abouf*.15*,000 miles of railroad is not included in 
the report •/;."; ./• 

The: •grt»W* Earnings of these 650 roads were, $1,003,022,833, of 
• r wHip1i $293,465,792 were earned by the passenger service, includ- 
ing mail and express, and $683,022,988 were earned by the freight 
service. The operating expenses for the year were $677,667,635, 
which leaves an income from operation of $325,355,218, from which 
fixed charges and dividends are to be paid. This was $5,217,548 
more than for the preceding year. 

Of the 650 railroad corporations making report, 123 paid divi- 
dends amounting to $53,135,545 ; many of the others did not earn 
enough to pay fixed charges and operating expenses. In fact it 
appears from the returns that the railways of the United States 
for the year ending June 30, 1895, incurred a deficit of $31,075,030. 
While these figures are not very encouraging to stockholders or 
owners of railway securities, yet the fact that the net earnings were 
about five, and one-quarter million dollars more than for the pre- 
ceding year, shows a great improvement in the general business 
of the country, as there is hardly any one thing that is so good a 
barometer of the general business of any section as the receipts 
of the railroads in its territory. 

The past year has been comparatively free from strikes, and 
there has been but little disagreement between the railroads and 
their employees. Those roads that pursue a liberal course with 
their employees rarely have any serious trouble. There are some 
of the largest railroad corporations in this country on which 
strikes are unknown, because the employees are satisfied that they 
are receiving just and even liberal treatment. 

Some roads have savings and relief departments connected 
with them that have proved very beneficial to the employees. 
The relief department of the Baltimore & Ohio R. E. is a notable

instance. This department was founded in 1880, and since that 
time has divided $4,119,066.23, among the employees as follows, 
viz. : 1032 cases of accidental death, $1,093,544.22 ; 57,417 cases of 
accidental injuries, $735,993.43 ; 33,574 cases in which surgical aid 
was provided amounting to $159,826.57; 81,330 cases of natural 
sickness, $1,200,261.51 ; 2,029 cases of natural death, $929,440.50. 

There is also connected with the department a Savings Associa- 
tion, which receives such funds as the employees may contribute, in- 
vests them carefully, loaning the larger part to employees them- 
selves with which to provide homes for themselves and families. 
During the past year the deposits have been $267,586.19 ; loaned 
to borrowers $175,689.02. Since its organization, the amount of 
deposits has been $2,487,930.47 ; amount loaned, $1,702,531.37. The 
amount loaned to employees has been expended in building 838 
houses, buying 782 houses, improving 174 houses already owned and 
releasing liens on 365 houses. The regular rate of 4 per cent, in- 
terest has been guaranteed by the Company to the depositors, but 
during the last fiscal year an extra dividend of one and one-half 
per cent, was declared, so that the depositors have received 5£ 
per cent. 

If the examples of this and some other corporations were fol- 
lowed generally by large corporations, there would be very much 
less friction and unpleasant feelings between employers and em- 
ployees than now exist, and both would be greatly benefited. 

CONVENTION OF EAILEOAD COMMISSIONEES. 

The seventh annual convention of Railroad Commissioners of 
the United States, was held at the office of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Washington, D. C, on the 14th and 15th days 
of May. Seventeen of the State Boards were represented. The 
members of the Interstate Commerce Commission were all present, 
and the Association of American Railway Accounting Officers was 
also represented by five of its officers. 

The subjects considered and discussed were "Railway Statis- 
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tics," the "Classification of Operating Expenses," the "Protection 
of Public Interests during Bail way Labor Contests," the "Regula- 
tion of State and Interstate Electric Railways," tbe "Uniform 
Classification of Freights," " Government Ownership of Railways," 
and several other matters of interest. As our General Assembly 
was in session at the time of the convention, I was unable to be 
present. 

SUMMARY OF STATISTICS. 

STEAM ROADS. 

While there are eighteen steam railroad corporations organized 
under the laws of this State, yet the management, outside of four 
small roads, is in the hands of two corporations, viz. : the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford R. R, and the New York and 
New England R. R. Recently the latter road has been reorgan- 
ized under the name of the New England R. R., and its control 
has passed into the hands of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Hon. 
Charles P. Clark, of New Haven, has been elected president, and 
it is expected that great advantage to both roads will result from 
this change. Competition that in some cases helped neither 
road nor the public will be done away with ; in many cases ex- 
penses can be reduced by one set of officers acting for both roads. 
Freight facilities can be satisfactorily arranged and used for 
mutual advantage, and the change cannot fail to be of benefit to 
the general public, though perhaps in some cases, private interests 
may suffer for a time. There is a great work to be done in im- 
provements in rolling stock, road-bed, station houses and other 
matters before the New England R. R. can take its place as a 
first-class road, but there is every prospect that this result will 
eventually be attained, though it will require years of hard work 
and careful management to accomplish it. 

PROPERTY. 

The capital stock of the roads is $86,737,575. Miles of road 
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owned and operated, 2,529+ ; miles of road in this State, reckoned 
as single track, 479+. They own 924 locomotives, 1,915 passenger 
train cars, and 16,898 freight cars. 

These figures show an increase over last year's report, in capital 
stock of $1,210,200 ; increase in locomotives of 36 ; decrease in pas- 
senger train cars, 17 ; decrease in freight cars, 1,292 ; increase in 
single track in this State, 11.76. 

The total property and assets of these corporations is reported 
as $154,822,568.23, which is $4,006,362.15 over and above the total 
amount of their capital stock and funded and floating indebted- 
ness. This shows an increase in property and assets of $7,542,- 
171.21. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of all these corporations is $53,907,525.77 ; the 
floating debt is $10,171,105.31 ; total indebtedness, $64,078,631.08. 
Compared with the report of last year, these figures show an in- 
crease in the funded debt of $4,387,589.73; an increase in the 
floating debt of $1,994,336.95 ; or a total increase in indebtedness 
of $6,381,926.68. The increase in property and assets is $1,160,- 
244.53 more than the increase in indebtedness. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

i 

The total receipts from all sources were $36,902,079.29 ; total ex- 
penditures, $31,556,701.00; net earnings, $5,345,378.29. As com- 
pared with last year these figures show an increase in receipts of 
$2,912,009.52 ; an increase in expenditures of $1,196,938.32 ; and an 
increase in net earnings of $1,715,071.20. 

The receipts of the operating roads were made up as follows : 
from passenger departments, $17,204,690.57 ; freight departments, 
$15,942,801.50; from express privileges, carrying the mails, etc., 
$3,754,587.22. As compared with last year's report, these figures 
show an increase in receipts from passengers of $391,815.16 ; from 
freights, $2,345,162.80 ; and from mails, express, etc., $175,031.56. 
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DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were declared by ten of the corporations ; and every 
road, except the Newport and Wickford E. B. and Steamboat Co., 
earned sufficient to pay operating expenses and fixed charges. Of •■' 
the ten corporations that declared dividends, eight were those that 
had leased the roads for a term of years, and the dividends were 
paid from rentals received. Dividends were declared as follows : ;j

PASSENGERS. ^°^ a

The total number of passengers carried was 52,339,335 ; a de-t^h 

crease from last year of 486,996. This decrease was wholly on4j s . 
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the N. Y., N. H. & H. B. B., which with its leased lines carried 609,- 
648 less passengers than in the preceding year. This loss was 
occasioned largely by the competition of electric roads in the 
vicinity of the cities and large towns. The decrease in passengers, 
however, was very much less than in the preceding year. 

MERCHANDISE. 

The total number of tons of merchandise transported was 13,- 
196,820; an increase of 1,385,238 tons. Every road reported an 
increase, that of the New York, New Haven & Hartford with its 
leased lines being 947,357 tons. The New York & New England 
R. E., with its leased lines, reported an increase of 423,531 tons. 
These figures show how great has been the recovery in business 
as compared with that of the previous year. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The total number of persons employed by the several roads in 
this State is 2,297 ; this is an increase over last year of 210. 

STATIONS. 

There are reported 146 regular stopping-places and 58 flag sta- 
tions. There are buildings or some kind of shelter provided at 
175 places. Very many of these, however, are but poor apologies 
for station houses. There has been nothing done, except repairs, 
during the year. At' Manville, early in March, the building which 
has done duty for station purposes since the first opening of the 
*%/ ^ailroad, fortunately took fire and was destroyed. The plans for 
i* 10 j a neat and commodious structure to replace the one burned, have 
-bail k e( t n prepared, and the building will be erected during the coming 
summer. If the same calamity should occur at Warren, at New- 
- ; port, at the upper station at Woonsocket, and at a score of other 
, places, it would not convulse the communities of these localities 
* de-l with grief, and perhaps might be looked upon as a " blessing in 
y oddisguise." 
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ROLLING STOCK. 

The rolling stock has been kept in good condition ; there was ex- 
pended for new rolling stock and repairs the sum of $3,353,270.40. 
Of the 924 locomotives all but 2 are equipped with driver brakes ; 
of the 1915 passenger train cars, all are equipped with automatic 
brakes, 1492 have the improved quick acting pattern ; of the 16,- 
898 freight cars, 3369 are furnished with automatic brakes, and 
4884 have automatic couplers. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

The number of cars warmed by direct steam from locomotives 
is 1252 ; by steam heaters, 644 ; none are reported as warmed by 
stoves. These figures show that the system of heating by direct 
steam has worked very satisfactorily, as 374 more cars are warmed 
in this manner than at the time of last report, and 358 less cars are 
warmed by steam heaters. 

BRIDGES. 

The number of bridges of all kinds reported is 264, or 12 more 
than in last reprt. Of these 27 are built of stone, 77 of iron and 
160 of wood. Several wooden bridges have been replaced by new 
ones of iron or stone. The policy of the roads generally is to re- 
place as fast as possible wooden bridges by those of more durable 
material, and better construction ; this is rendered necessary by 
the very largely increased weight of locomotives and trains. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The whole number of grade crossings reported is 239 or one less 
than last year. The number of crossings guarded by gates and 
flagmen is 75 ; by flagmen only, 82 ; leaving 82 unguarded. There 
are also reported in addition to above, 293 farm or private grade 
crossings, or 75 more than were reported last year. From the 
variations made by the several roads in reporting grade crossings, 
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and private grade crossings, I am inclined to think that none of 
the officials connected with the roads know how many crossings 
there are upon their respective roads ; otherwise it would seem 
as though the reports must be more uniform and consistent than 
they now are. 

There have been, so far as I am able to ascertain, no new grade 
crossings established during the year. Requests have been made 
to me for permission to lay out highways across the tracks of 
several of the roads, but I have refused to grant these requests, 
and if any new crossings have been established it has been done 
in violation of the laws of the State and without my permission. 

At the last January session of the General Assembly an act was 
passed requiring all railroads to put up new sign boards at grade 
crossings, with the words "Railroad Crossing, Stop, Look and 
listen," painted thereupon, in such manner as might meet the 
approval of the Commissioner. These signs have been put up at 
nearly all of the grade crossings, and will serve to give warning 
to all who intend to cross the tracks. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The returns made by the several companies for the year ending 
June 30, 1895, show that in this State there were no passengers 
killed and but 1 injured ; that 5 employees were killed and 49 in- 
jured ; that 17 trespassers, or persons walking on or crossing the 
tracks, were killed, and 12 injured ; that 3 persons were killed at 
grade crossings and 8 injured; that 2 persons were injured by 
jumping from trains while in motion. 

As compared with returns made last year these figures show the 
number of passengers killed was 1 less ; number injured 10 less ; 
that the number of employees killed was 1 less, and the number 
injured 3 more ; that the number of persons killed at grade cross- 
ings was 1 more, and number injured 8 more; the number of 
persons killed while walking upon or crossing tracks was 4 less, 
and the number injured 3 more. To sum up there were 25 deaths, 
and 72 cases of injury, more or less severe. 
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ACCIDENTS DUEING THE YEAE 1895. 

The following detailed statement gives all the accidents that 
have been reported by the officials of the several steam roads as 
having occurred in this State during the year 1895, though the re- 
ports received by me from the Ehode Island Hospital and the 
Woonsocket Hospital show that 25 persons have been treated 
there for injuries received on account of the railroads of this 
State, of which no report has been made to me by the several 
railroad officials. 

There were 90 accidents in which 100 persons were killed or in- 
jured. There were 34 deaths resulting from these accidents. Of 
the cases where death ensued, 18 were persons who were walking 
on or crossing the tracks ; 11 were employees ; 2 were passengers 
who jumped or fell from the train while in motion ; 2 were persons 
stealing ride on freight trains ; 1 was at grade crossing. Of the 
11 employees that were killed, 4 fell from freight cars; 3 were 
killed by derailment of trains ; 2 were standing on track ; 1 was 
asleep on track while stationed to flag a train ; 1 was struck by 
overhead bridge. 

Of the 66 persons injured, 44 were employees ; of these, 21 were 
injured while coupling cars ; 5 by falling from cars in motion ; 4 
by collision of trains ; 3 by derailment of trains ; 3 by breaking of 
hand-car ; 4 while getting on or off cars in motion ; 3 while stand- 
ing on track; 1 struck by overhead bridge. Seven passengers 
were injured ; 4 by collision of trains ; 3 by attempting to get on 
or off moving trains. Of the 15 others, 7 were injured while walk- 
ing on the track ; 6 at grade crossings, and 2 while stealing rides 
on train. 

As compared with last year's report, the number of passengers 
killed was the same ; the number injured 3 more. The number of 
employees killed was 2 more, the number injured 5 less. There 
were 6 less persons killed while walking on tracks, and the same 
number injured. There were 2 less killed at grade crossings, and 
5 more injured. 
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Jan. 3. W. H. Eeynolds, conductor on train 94, Stonington 
Division, stepped from the platform of baggage car at Kingston 
station, slipped and fell upon station platform ; he had two ribs 
broken and back wrenched. 

Jan. 3. Patrick Sweeney of New York, was walking on track of 
Worcester Division, near Albion station, and was struck by train 
No. 1,454, and died almost immediately. 

Jan. 8. James Dailey of Woonsocket, a passenger on train 
1,453, Worcester Division, jumped from the train while it was in 
motion, near Martin street bridge, Providence, and fell partially 
under the car, had his left arm crushed and two fingers cut off. 
He was taken to the Ehode Island Hospital where his arm was 
amputated. He was without money and jumped from car to avoid 
arrest. He was discharged March 7, cured. 

Jan. b. Howard Hale, freight brakeman on the Worcester Divi- 
sion, while coupling cars near Warren avenue, had his right arm 
caught and crushed between the deadwoods. 

Jan. 7. Virgil H. Johnson, of Coventry, attempted to climb on 
freight train No. 150, N. T. & N. E. E. E., while it was in motion, 
near station at Coventry, but was thrown under the wheels, and 
his left leg nearly severed from body, and shoulder injured. He 
was taken to the E. I. Hospital, where his leg was amputated, but 
he died in a short time. 

Jan. 12. James W. Gunn, of Pomfret, Conn., while walking on 
track of Worcester Division, near Woonsocket, was struck by train 
1,413, and knocked off track, but escaped with slight injuries. He 
had been hurt in the yard the previous day while walking on track 
and taken to Woonsocket Hospital, but discharged after being 
fixed up. 

Jan. 23. Lucian Frahan, freight brakeman, N. Y. & N. E. E. E., 
while coupling cars near Providence, was caught and had one 
hand crushed. 

Jan. 25. James Joyce, of Central Falls, while walking on track 
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at " Tin Bridge," was struck by train No. 121, Old Colony System, 
and instantly killed. 

Jan. 28. A carriage containing Wm. Maguire, Margaret Maguire 
and Peter Veriger, while crossing the track of the N. Y. & N. E. 
E. E., at Arctic, was struck by train 20. The carriage was torn 
to pieces and the horse killed. Miss Maguire was killed instantly, 
Mr. Maguire severely injured about head and legs, and Mr. Veriger 
injured about head, neck and legs; he was taken to the E. I. Hos- 
pital, and discharged April 6, cured. Coroner Albert C. Greene 
held an inquest which disclosed the fact that John Nye, flagman 
at the crossing, was not at the crossing at the time of the accident. 
He claimed that he had been authorized by a former superin- 
tendent to go home after flagging the previous train. A perusal of 
the testimony showed that there was no warning given, and that 
the railroad authorities were clearly to blame for the accident. 

Jan. SO. Peter Asby, yard brakeman, Providence Division, 
while coupling cars in Pawtucket freight yard, had his hand 
caught, and end of finger crushed off. 

Jan. SO. Train 196, Stonington Division, ran over and instantly 
killed a man who was walking on track, near the station at Wick- 
ford Junction. It was thought that he stepped in front of the 
engine purposely. His body was not identified. 

Feb. 2. Fred. Cheney, a brakeman on the N. Y. & N. E. E. E., 
fell from freight train between the Woonsocket station and the 
Junction. He was run over and instantly killed. 

Feb. 2. Edward D. Drummond, freight brakeman, train 333, 
Worcester Division, fell from top of freight car, near Manville 
station, was run over and instantly killed. 

Feb. 5. John Snyder attempted to drive across the tracks of 
N. T. & N. E. E. E., at Abbott's crossing in Coventry, but was 
struck by train No. 3. He escaped with cut on the head. 

Feb. 7. Jean Baptiste Cesare, attempted to cross tracks of 
N. Y. & N. E. E. E., at Natick, while a freight train was switching, 
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but was caught between two cars and his leg crushed. He was 
taken to the E. I. Hospital, and leg amputated. He was dis- 
charged May 9, cured. 

Feb, 8. Eugene Shippee, an employee on the Stonington Divi- 
sion, while walking on tracks near Wickford Junction station, was 
struck by train 121 and his left hip and ankle were broken. He 
was taken to the E. I. Hospital and discharged March 6, cured. 

March 6. Arthur Gardiner stopped his team near grade cross- 
ing at Hampden Meadows, Worcester Division, but his horse be- 
came frightened and ran in front of approaching train. He was 
carried by the engine quite a distance and thrown off, escaping 
with scalp wound and hip badly cut. 

March IS. John Baker, of Westerly, while walking on the 
tracks of Stonington Division, near Kingston swamp, was struck 
by some train and instantly killed. 

March 25. Harry Boyd, of Phenixville, Pa., attempted to get 
on train 1,558, Worcester Division, as it was moving through 
Blackstone, but slipped and fell under the cars. He had his right 
arm broken and crushed at the shoulder and right cheek cut open. 
He was taken to the Woonsocket Hospital, where his arm was 
amputated, and he was discharged May 24th, cured. 

March 25. Alonzo A. Sampson, of Providence, while walking 
on tracks of Worcester Division, near East Providence station, 
was struck by train and instantly killed. 

March 26. John A. Murphy, of Woonsocket, freight conductor, 
N. Y. & N. E. E. E., while standing on track, engaged in checking 
up car vouchers, was struck by an engine and knocked down. His 
left hip was bruised and thumb put out of joint. 

March 26. Jerry Lambert, freight brakeman, N. T. & N. E. 
E. E., while coupling cars had his hand caught and index finger 
crushed. 

March 30. N. F. McGray, of Pawtucket, while coupling cars in 
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freight yard of N. Y. & N. E. E. E. at Providence, had his left 
hand crushed. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital, and discharged 
April 13, cured. 

April 12. James Sullivan, freight brakeman on Stonington 
Division, fell from car near Oaklawn station. His back and 
shoulders were considerably injured, and he was taken to the E. 
I. Hospital, and discharged April 13, cured. 

April 24. Oscar Jeffers, yard master of Pawtucket freight yard, 
was struck by switch engine 394, Providence Division, which had 
been derailed ; his foot was caught under the front step of loco- 
motive ; one toe was broken and his leg severely bruised. 

April 27. Thomas Butler, a passenger on train 500, Stonington 
Division, got off the train at Cranston street station, but after the 
train started fell against or was struck by the last car, thrown 
under the wheels and instantly killed. 

May 8. Mrs. Phebe Norrow, a prisoner in charge of officer, on 
train 475, Stonington Division, as the train was approaching sta- 
tion at Eoger Williams Park, went into the toilet room, broke the 
window and threw herself out. She was taken to the E. I. Hos- 
pital, where she died the next day from the injuries received. 

May 9. Jeremiah Buckley, freight brakeman on the Worcester 
Division, while coupling cars near India Point station, had his 
left hand caught and crushed, requiring amputation of thumb. 

May 10. H. C. Wood, freight brakeman, Providence Division, 
while setting up brake was struck by the end of train shed at 
Providence station and knocked off the car. His left wrist was 
fractured, right wrist sprained, and his head was cut, producing 
slight concussion of the brain. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital, 
and discharged May 29, improved. 

May H. Hosie Noyes, of Westerly, 80 years old, while standing 
on track of the Stonington Division, near station at Westerly, was 
struck by engine of train 104, run over and instantly killed. 
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May 14* Peter Olave, section man on the N. Y. & N. E. E. B., 
while walking on the track near Dyerville, dropped his pick-axe, 
which went through ball of foot, making severe wound. 

May 20. H. Berry, freight brakeman, on N. Y. & N. E. E. E., 
while coupling cars at Providence, had fingers of right hand 
caught and crushed. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital. 

May 26. Varuna Tucker, while walking on the tracks of Ston- 
ington Division, fell through a bridge near Shannock bridge, and 
was instantly killed ; his neck was broken. 

May 80. Newton Potter and James Agnail, freight employees, 
were injured by train 316, Stonington Division, coming in collision 
with empty dump cars, near Eoger Williams Park station. The 
cars had been left on side track, but the brakes had probably been 
let off by some boys. Potter had two ribs broken and received 
other injuries ; Agnail had his hand and arm cut. 

June 1. H. Bazoion, attempted to drive across grade crossing 
of the N. Y. & N. E. E. E., at the east end of Woonsocket freight 
yard. The team was struck by switch engine No. 3, the wagon 
broken up, but Brazoion escaped with a few bruises. 

June 2. Owen McNally, yard brakeman, Providence Division, 
while coupling cars near Providence station, had his left hand 
caught and crushed. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital, and dis- 
charged June 13, cured. 

June 6. E. Kirkwood, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while coupling cars near East Providence wharf, had his left hand 
caught and jammed. 

June 12. Thomas Moran of Providence, while walking on the 
tracks of Providence Division, near Smith street bridge, was struck 
by switching engine 350. His left foot was crushed and his head 
severely cut. He was picked up in an unconscious condition and 
taken to the E. I. Hospital. 

June 12. Patrick Lynch, while coupling cars on Worcester 
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Division, near India Point, had his left hand caught between dead- 
woods and crushed. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital and 
discharged June 26, improved. 

June IJh Charles Martin, assistant yard-master, Worcester Divi- 
sion, was struck near Providence station, by light engine 368. His 
skull was fractured and he was otherwise injured. He was taken 
to the E. I. Hospital and discharged July 6, cured. 

June 23. The body of an unknown man was found early in the 
morning, on the tracks of the Providence Division, near Jenks 
street bridge. He had been struck and killed by some train dur- 
ing the preceding night. 

July 2. John Eyan, brakeman, in the employ of the Moshassuck 
Valley E. E., while coupling cars in Saylesville yard, had his left 
hand caught and crushed. 

July 4. Patrick Conlin was found by the side of the track of 
the N. Y. & N. E. E. E., between Whipple and Harrisville stations, 
with right arm and shoulder crushed. He was probably struck by 
train 137. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital. 

July H. Jane Duxbury, of Lonsdale, while walking on the 
track of Worcester Division, near station at Lonsdale, was struck 
by train 1,742. She was taken to her home, but died on the 16th. 

July 16. t T. C. Meyer, rear brakeman, train 154, Providence 
Division, fell from moving train and was run over. His left leg 
and arm were crushed. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital, but 
died the same night. 

July 20. Luke Lyons, threw himself in front of train 19, N. T. 
& N. E. E. E., at Grove street crossing, Providence, and was in- 
stantly killed. It was probably a case of suicide. 

July 28. Earl Ennin, while walking on tracks of Stonington 
Division, near Elmwood station, was struck by train 104, and in- 
stantly killed. 
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July 27. The body of a man was found on the tracks of the 
Stonington Division, near Kingston station. He probably fell 
from freight train while stealing a ride, and was run over. 

Aug. 5. Several section-men of the N. T. & N. E. R. R. were rid- 
ing on a hand-car near Pascoag, when a wheel broke, and Joseph 
Grogan had his knee injured, and S. Smith had his wrist badly 
sprained and hand injured. 

Aug. 15. Daniel Parkhurst, freight brakeman, on the N. Y. & 
N. E. R. R., was thrown from train near Burnside station, by 
brake-wheel coming off. He was severely bruised and shaken up. 

Aug. 26. Paul Greene, of Pascoag, section-master on the N. T. 
& N. E. R. R., was thrown from hand-car near Clear River, by the 
breaking of the crank handle. His back was severely injured. 

Aug. 28. John Fahan, yard clerk, of the N. Y. & N. E. R. R., 
was sealing a car in Providence yard, when it was struck by the 
switcher and he was knocked down. The index finger of left hand 
was broken, and he received severe bruises. He was taken to the 
R. I. Hospital. 

Aug. SO. John A. Murphy, freight brakeman, N. Y. & N. E. R. R., 
while coupling cars, had his thumb crushed. 

Sept. 5. Train No. 17, Providence Division, struck a man who 
tried to cross the track near "Tin Bridge," Central Falls, and 
killed him instantly. The body was not identified, though there 
was a report that his name was Smith. 

Sept. 12. Train No. 1,607, Worcester Division, on arriving at 
Smith street bridge, Providence, at 8.07 o'clock, A. M., was stopped 
by signal. A short time after, train No. 17, Providence Division, 
ran into the rear end of 1,607, damaging engine and cars consider- 
ably, and injuring several passengers. The two rear cars of train 
1,607 belonged to the N. Y. & N. E. R. R., and were attached to 
train at Valley Falls. The engineer of train 17 did not regard the 
signals which were set against him, and the rear brakeman of 1,607 
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did not go back promptly with red flag. The General Super- 
intendent of the Old Colony System, Mr. E. G. Allen, held a long 
and careful investigation, and furnished me a full stenographic re- 
port of same. As a result of the investigation, the engineer of train 
No. 17, and the conductor of 1,607 were dismissed from the service 
of the road ; the fireman of No. 17, and the signal operator were 
suspended for thirty days, and the managers of the N. Y. & N. E. 
E. E., were notified that the rear brakeman of train 1,607, who was 
in their employ, would not be allowed to run on any cars connect- 
ing with N. Y., N. H. & H. E. E. 

Sept. 17. Joseph Bladeah, a child of six years, while playing 
near the tracks of the N. Y. & N. E. E. E., at Woonsocket, was 
struck by the breast-beam of engine 176, and knocked one side, 
but escaped with a few bruises about his head. 

Sept. 26. John Wallace, of Providence, while coupling cars on 
train 131, N. Y. & N. E. E. E., at Oaklawn station, had his right 
hand caught and four fingers crushed. He was taken to the E. I. 
Hospital, and discharged Nov. 6, cured. 

Oct. 2. J. C. Donahue, of Providence, while coupling cars of the 
N. Y. & N. E. E. E., at Oaklawn station, had his right hand caught 
and fore-finger crushed. He was sent to the E. I. Hospital. 

Oct. 3. James Doherty, of Providence, brakeman on freight 
train, at Oakland station, was sent out to flag train No. 29. He 
went to sleep on the track, and when train 29 approached he 
attempted to get off the track, but was struck by the engine. His 
skull was crushed and he died in a few moments. 

Oct. 5. South-bound freight train 1,657, Worcester Division, 
while running through Blackstone Junction, ran upon a switch 
which had been opened and into the turn-table pit. The engineer, 
Chester E. Lawton, and Edward Fay, brakeman, were instantly 
killed ; G. L. Monroe, brakeman, was injured so seriously that he 
died the next morning at the Woonsocket Hospital. William 
Bixby, brakeman, and A. Holden, fireman, were slightly injured. 
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The switch which was misplaced, was located in Massachusetts, 
but the accident occurred in this State. The railroad authorities 
held an investigation and furnished me a stenographic copy 
of the testimony. Mr. Hotchkiss, coroner of North Smithfield, 
assisted by Henry J. Dubois, Assistant Attorney-General, also held 
an inquest. I was present at this inquest one day, and also ex- 
amined the testimony previously taken. 

Herbert Howard, conductor of the Waterford freight which was 
on a siding, waiting for train 1,657 to pass, practically admitted 
that he threw the switch, claiming that he did it mechanically, not 
thinking what he was doing, and did not realize the fact till he 
saw the train coming on the track, when it was too late to change 
it. He said he remembered going to the switch and unlocking it, 
as he should need to use it after the down train had passed, but 
he had no recollection of throwing it, but as there was no one else 
about who could have touched it, he thought he must have 
changed it. 

Oct 6. Aleck Heroux, of Woonsocket, was looking at the men 
who were removing the wreck at Blackstone Junction, when a rope 
broke and struck him, causing a fracture of the right leg. 

Oct 11. P. W. Hale, yard brakeman, Providence Division, 
while coupling cars in yard, got caught between cars, and had his 
right arm crushed. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital, and dis- 
charged Dec. 24, improved. 

Oct 12. The caboose of train 132, N. T. & N. E. E. E., broke 
away from the train near Primrose station, and the conductor, 
J. U. Whouhaes, who was looking out of the window when the 
caboose struck the train, received a severe cut over his left eye. 
He was taken to the E. I. Hospital. 

Oct 15. Charles H. Hale, brakeman on switcher of N. Y. & N. E. 
E. E., was struck by overhead bridge at Westminster street, Provi- 
dence, or else lost his footing and fell from* train. He was run 
over by several cars and killed instantly. 
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Oct 18. E. B. Vance, brakeman on New England E. E., while 
coupling cars, had his left hand caught and two fingers were 
crushed. He went to the E. I. Hospital, where amputation was 
performed and he was discharged Oct. 25, improved. 

Oct 20. Thomas Catlow, of Pawtucket, a flagman in the em- 
ploy of the Providence Division, was run over and killed by some 
train, while on duty near Orms street bridge, Providence. How 
the accident occurred was not ascertained. 

Oct 21. James Maher, brakeman on Providence Division, at- 
tempted to climb upon a moving car, but slipped and fell. The 
wheels passed over his right foot crushing it. He was taken to 
the E. I. Hospital where his leg was amputated, and he was dis- 
charged Dec. 4, cured. 

Oct 26. Frank M. Niles, yard brakeman, Providence Division, 
while coupling cars in yard at Providence, had his left hand 
caught between the deadwoods and three fingers were crushed. 

Oct 28. Mary Hart, of Olneyville, while walking on track, near 
Woodlawn station, attempted to cross in front of a steam motor 
car of the Moshassuck Valley E. E., but fell and received bruises 
on leg. 

* 

Oct 29. Peter Silva, 10 years old, jumped from train 1,877, 
Worcester Division, while in motion, near India Point, but fell to 
the ground and broke his left wrist. 

Oct 80. Louis Vadnois, of Woonsocket, 8 years old, ran in 
front of train 44, New England E. E., was struck by engine and 
instantly killed. The accident occurred in the Eailroad Com- 
pany's yard. 

Oct 80. J. Mott, brakeman on switcher, New England E. E., 
while coupling cars at Providence, had his left hand caught and 
two fingers crushed. He went to the E. I. Hospital. 

JVbv. 6. Fred. Gosselin, of Woonsocket, while walking on tracks 
of Worcester Division, one mile north of Ashton station, was 
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struck by some train and killed. It was not known when the ac- 
cident occurred. 

Nov. 15. William Coffee, of Pleasant View, while walking on the 
tracks of Providence Division, under Lonsdale Avenue bridge, was 
struck and killed by some train, though what one was not ascer- 
tained. 

Nov. 16. George Hopkins, of Adamsdale, Mass., while walking 
on tracks of New England E. E., east of Abbott's Run crossing, 
was struck by train 496. He was taken to the E. I. Hospital and 
died the same night. 

Nov. 20. A. P. Greene, a resident of Shannock, attempted to 
cross the tracks of the Stonington Division, near Shannock station, 
but was struck by the engine of train 81 and instantly killed. 

Nov. 21f. Joseph McGovern, of Olneyville, while walking on 
the tracks of the New England E. E., near Hartford Avenue cross- 
ing, was struck by some train and instantly killed. It was not 
ascertained how or when the accident occurred. 

Dec. 4- Peter Connelly, freight brakeman on the Worcester 
Division, while coupling cars near Valley Falls station had his 
left hand caught between the deadwoods and crushed, losing 
thumb and two fingers. 

Dec. If. Eobert Kirkwood, freight brakeman on the Worcester 
Division, attempted to climb on moving engine, near East Provi- 
dence station, but fell under the driving wheels. His left hand 
was crushed, and three toes severed from left foot. He was taken 
to the E. I. Hospital, and discharged Dec. 30, improved. 

Dec. 7. John Mclntyre, freight brakeman on New England 
E. E., while coupling cars near Providence station, had his hand 
caught in entering link and the third finger of left hand was 
crushed. He went to E. I. Hospital. 

Dec. 9. Fred. Wilson, brakeman on Worcester Division, while 
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coupling cars near East Providence station, had his left hand 
caught and crushed. 

Dec. 11. Charles Watson, brakeman on New England B. B., 
fell from top of car at Providence, and had his back and left knee 
injured. 

Dec. 14- Charles J. Balcom, of Central Falls, yard brakeman, 
Providence Division, while coupling cars near Pawtucket, had his 
left hand caught and badly crushed. One finger was amputated. 

Dec. 17. George F. Cathro, of Allendale, B. I., yard brakeman, 
Providence Division, while switching cars at Pawtucket yard, in 
some way fell from top of car, was run over and instantly killed! 

Dec. 18. Frank Lovell, of Providence, brakeman on the New 
England B. B., while walking on the tracks near Sabin street 
crossing, Providence, was struck by engine No. 52, which was 
backing through yard to engine-house, and was instantly killed. 

Dec. %4. Michael Kelley was stealing a ride on freight 117, and 
when on " Tin Bridge," Central Falls, the train broke in two and 
came together again, and he was thrown off the car and bruised 
and injured. He was taken to the B. I. Hospital. 

Dec. 25. John R. Jones, freight brakeman on extra freight 297, 
Stonington Division, fell between the cars, near Boger Williams 
Park station, and was run over by cars. He was taken to the B. I. 
Hospital and both legs were amputated. 

Dec. 26. James Kearn, a passenger on train 57, New England 
B. B. Co., jumped from train while it was in motion, near Biver 
Point station, and injured his head and hips. 

Dec. 26. Harry Tourgee, a boy of 12 years, attempted to steal 
a ride on train No. 129, New England B. B., at Biver Point 
station, but fell and had his left leg and left arm crushed. 
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IMPEOVEMENTS. 

On the Stonington Division, N. Y., N. H. & H. E. E., the fol- 
lowing improvements have been made during the past year. 

Three heavy metal-plate girder bridges, with new abutments, 
have been built, tine at Kingston Swamp, one near Coweset, one 
near Norwood. These take the place of three wooden stringer 
bridges. The grade of road-bed was materially improved at these 
points as part of the work. 

At Shannock, about one acre of additional land has been ac- 
quired for freight yard purposes, on the village side of the tracks, 
thus avoiding the crossing of the main tracks to receive and de- 
liver freight. The new facilities provided are ample for all present 
requirements and also for a large increase of business. 

At the Providence city line, near Eoger Williams Park, a tract 
of land of over five acres has been bought for the purpose of 
allowing an easement of the curve in main tracks. This is an im- 
portant improvement, as the curve which is nearly six degrees will 
be reduced to about two degrees. The work of grading for this 
improvement is underway; the bulk of the material to be ex- 
cavated will be used in filling the west or south approach to new 
terminal station in Providence. 

Much work has been accomplished during the past year on the 
road bed in raising track, widening ditches, etc. 

A retaining wall has been built adjoining Eden street, near 
Broadway bridge, Providence, and a plate girder foot-bridge 60 
feet in length, with stair approaches at each end, has been erected 
over all the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. E. E., and also of the 
N. E. E. E. This foot-bridge will afford ample and safe accom- 
modation for the public when the Grove street grade crossing is 
abolished. 

On the Pawtuxet Valley Branch, a new steel bridge has been 
built over the Pawtuxet river at Clyde. It is a deck bridge 178 
feet over all, made up of a pin-connected span 120 feet long, and 
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a plate girder span of 58 feet. It takes the place of a wooden 
bridge and trestle. A view of this bridge will be found on 
opposite page. 

On the Worcester Division extensive improvements have been 
made at Manville. A new freight yard has been graded, also new 
street approaches to same, requiring the removal of about 15,000 
yards of earth. A new freight house, 20x50 feet has been erected, 
and additional freight track room provided ; a new passing siding 
has been put in on the opposite side of main tracks. Plans for a new 
passenger station have been prepared, and it is intended to erect it 
in the spring of 1896. The other improvements which have been 
completed during this year, were of necessity antecedent to the 
proper location of a suitable passenger station building. 

At Ashton, a new freight siding has been constructed on ad- 
ditional land purchased for that purpose, and a freight house has 
been built. Heretofore there have been no such accommodations. 

On the P. W. & F. R. branch, at Kickamuit river, an old wooden, 
stringer bridge has been replaced by new abutments and a new 
iron deck plate girder bridge 50 feet long. The approaches to the 
bridge have been improved by raising the road-bed some four 
feet, and very considerable improvements have been made in the 
entire road-bed, and the widening of wet narrow cuts. 

On the Providence Division there have been many improvements. 
At the junction, near Boston switch in Central Falls, the sharp curve 
from the bridge to the switch has been very much eased, greatly to 
the comfort of the passengers of the many trains that go over it. 
The signal tower has been moved, involving new arrangement of 
switches and interlocking signals. Just across the State line, so 
near that it is practically one of the business interests of Paw- 
tucket, is located the new and extensive establishment of the Howard 
& Bullough American Machine Co., and very complete track ar- 
rangements have been made for the delivery of coal and supplies 
at the works, and for the shipment of machinery. 

The several freight yards between Pawtucket and Providence 
have had many additional side tracks put in, greatly increasing 
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their capacity, especially at Horton's Grove and Branch Bridge. 
At Horton's Grove extensive arrangements for supplying the loco- 
motives with water have been made. A water tank of the capacity 
of 50,000 gallons has been erected, and two eight-inch stand pipes 
connected therewith. 

At Providence all house freight, including that from the Ston- 
ington Division, is received and delivered at the Canal street 
houses. These houses have been greatly enlarged and improved 
by the addition of iron freight sheds, 228 feet long, and a sheltered 
platform nearly one-third mile in length. In the West Yard the 
track arrangements have been completed; the whole yard has 
been graded and fenced ; twenty tracks are located in this yard. 

A new thirty-ton Overhead Bridge Crane, built by the Brown 
Hoisting & Conveying Co., of Cleveland, Ohio, has been put in, 
which will prove a great convenience for the speedy and safe 
handling of heavy freight. An illustration will be found on ad- 
joining page. 

About one mile of improved street track has been laid on South 
Water street. At the yard of the Merchants & Miners Transpor- 
tation Co., Fox Point, a new track has been laid and new freight 
arrangements made. That these additional facilities have been 
appreciated, is shown by the fact that an additional steamer load 
of freight has been received and shipped at this yard each week. 

The troublesome questions of the transfer of land from the city 
of Providence and the New England E. E., at the west approaches 
to the terminal station, have been adjusted, and in a very short 
time all freight trains will be run over the new bridges, thus doing 
away with the annoyances connected with their running by the 
present passenger station. 

During the year the N. Y., N. H. & H. E. E. have received from 
the Ehode Island Locomotive Works of Providence, twenty-five 
very powerful freight locomotives of the Consolidated pattern. 

These engines each weigh 76 tons, and with tender attached, 
116 tons. These engines have been procured on account of the 
vast increase in the freight business of the road. All the rails 
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to be used in the new work at the Providence terminal will be of 
steel, weighing 100 lbs. to the yard. 

There is some probability that before many years electricity 
will take the place of steam on the various branch roads and 
short lines, but nothing thus far has been decided. The Nan- 
tasket Branch E. E., of the N. Y., N. H. & H. E. E., was equipped 
with electrical motors and used during the summer very success- 
fully. The secret of the success of electricity as applied to trans- 
portation consists very largely in the divisibility of the power by 
which numerous trains or cars can be operated with but little in- 
crease of expense. 

One of the most important changes made was that of changing 
the running of trains on the double track roads from the left to 
the right hand track. The Old Colony, the Boston & Providence 
and the Providence & Worcester roads as originally built followed 
the English plan of running on the left hand track. Almost all 
the other roads in the United States use the right hand trg^ck. Of 
the 234 miles of track from Boston to New York nearly 190 miles 
were run on the right hand track, and only about 44 miles left 
hand. It is evident that to extend the Sykes block signal system, 
now in use from New York to Providence, to Boston, it would be 
necessary that the road should be run its whole length uniformly. 
To accomplish this it was decided to have all the lines of the N. 
Y., N. H. & H. E. E. run on the right hand system. 

All employees were notified, and the change was made at 
noon Sunday, Oct. 22. The change, of course, rendered useless 
all block signals, and until they could be adjusted to the new con- 
ditions, it was necessary to place flagmen at every point where 
signals had been used. The change also required the changing 
and re-arranging of very many switches. The new order of things 
went into operation with but little friction; the signals and 
switches have been adjusted, and the change has been regarded 
by all as a great improvement. 
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WOEK ON TEBMINAL FACILITIES, 1895. 

The year 1895 records one more step in the consolidation of the 
railroad interests of the State, by the control of the New York & 
New England Railroad Company, reorganized under the name of 
the New England Railroad Company, passing to the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Bailroad Company. 

This change has resulted in clearing the way for a conclusion of 
the passenger terminal in the city of Providence, as by it all re- 
maining conflicting interests regarding methods of operating the 
new station, or arrangements for handling the freight business in 
the center of the city are removed. 

The contracts for the steel bridge construction, under way at the 
date of last report, have been fully executed. Contracts have 
been let for the foundation piling and masonry work for the new 
station building, and this work is now fully executed. While this 
work does not show much above the surface of the ground, it has 
required upwards of 3,200 piles, 6,400 cubic yards of masonry, 
227,000 feet of timber and 3,200 barrels of cement. Contracts have 
also been made for the piling and masonry foundations for a new 
office building, and a new express building, each 60 feet wide 
and 125 feet long, and four stories high, and the work is under- 
way at the present time. 

An order has also been placed with the Boston Bridge Works 
for the remainder of the steel bridge work over Francis street, 
under and in front of the new station building, this being the last 
of the bridge work proper. 

The architectural plans and specifications for all the buildings 
mentioned have been brought to the point where they can be ex- 
hibited to bidders, and it is expected that the work will be placed 
in time for an early start on the superstructures in the spring. 

The East approach filling has been made and as much of the 
West approach filling is completed as can be done until the yard 
tracks of the New England are removed. Preparations have been 
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made to make this removal upon the execution of the remaining 
papers appertaining to the land transactions with the New 
England road, which matter is is nearly consummated. 

The new "West Freight Yard" has been brought up to its entire 
capacity, and the heavy freight business of the past year has 
caused many and extensive alterations in the Canal street freight 
yard, including two new iron freight sheds aggregating 14,000 
square feet of surface. 

The city of Providence has progressed as fast as warranted in 
the construction of block paved streets adjoining the new terminal 
yards, and is engaged upon the new iron bridge work at the 
Promenade street crossing of the Moshassuck river and the 
Steeple street crossing of the Providence rivex, both of these 
bridges being a part of the improvements around the new 
terminal. 

The year 1896 will probably show a much greater apparent 
progress than any previous year, and it can reasonably be expected 
that in less than two years the city of Providence can pride itself 
on having ample freight and passenger accommodations, more 
centrally located and easier of access than those of any city in the 
country. 
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STREET RAILWAYS. 



There are eight street railway corporations organized in the 
State, the same number as at the time of last report. Several 
charters for new roads have been granted by the General Assem- 
bly, but thus far no steps have been taken to comply with the pro- 
visions of their charters. The existing roads have done a very 
good business during the year. The suburbs of our cities and 
towns are being rapidly built up by the excellent facilities for 
transportation offered by the several electric railways, and in turn 
the patronage of these roads is constantly increasing. 

The Interstate Road, on which operations were suspended on ac- 
count of the destruction of its power-house by fire, and which was 
placed in the hands of receivers, has been re-organized, new cars 
provided, and all its lines are in successful operation. 

The Woomocket Street Railway Co. has extended its line to 
Manville and is making preparations to extend to Sneach's Pond 
in Cumberland, and also to Blackstone, and to other villages in 
the State of Massachusetts. Its operations have been greatly im- 
proved, and it is now on a stronger basis financially than it ever 
has been. 

The Pawtucket Street Railway Co. has made many changes in its 
routes; an extension has been made to the Mineral Spring 
Avenue line, and also to the Prospect street route. New cars of 
larger capacity have been placed upon the Broad street line. 
One of the greatest improvements made on this line has been ac- 
complished in doing away with the very dangerous grade crossing 
at Broad street. All the electric cars from several routes were 
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obliged to cross the tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford R. R. at this point, and as the number of trains passing this 
crossing is very large, there was scarcely any time in the day but 
what delays occurred. There was also a very great liability for 
accidents to happen, no matter how great care was taken to pre- 
vent them. The block signals on the steam road were often dis- 
arranged by the electric current which escaped from the electric 
cars, and there has been a very widely extended and expressed 
opinion that some day a frightful accident would take place. A 
long trestle and bridge has been erected from Broad street 
through land of the Railroad Co., and across the railroad to 
Humes street, on which a double track was laid so that all the 
cars that formerly crossed at Broad street are accommodated 
thereby. It is a strong and safe structure, though not very orna- 
mental, and its erection has relieved the apprehensions of accident. 

The Union Railroad Co. of Providence, has made but few ex- 
tensions to its lines, as follows : The Phillipsdale line from Ten- 
Mile River bridge in East Providence, the East Avenue extension 
from Olney street to Rochambeau avenue, and the Centerdale line 
from Manton by the river road through Lymansville. Cars have 
been put in operation on the first two extensions, and the last one 
will be opened for travel early in the Spring. 

The counterweight system on College Hill has been rebuilt in 
a permanent manner, and additional routes of cars have been car- 
ried over the hill; part of the Broadway, Prairie Avenue and 
Elmwood lines of Providence, and the Rumford and Phillipsdale 
cars, going by the way of College street, thus affording the citizens 
of the east side additional facilities and at the same time improv- 
ing the service of the west side. 

This improved counterweight system is operated as follows : A 
brick vault with cast iron yokes was built from South Main to 
Benefit street. In this vault a track is laid upon which, midway 
between the two streets, are two cast iron weights of five tons 
each, which are linked together and arranged to slide on the rails. 
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One end of a wire cable is anchored at Benefit street and comes 
down the hill, is wound around a pulley on the upper weight, 
then goes up the hill and around a pulley there, comes down the 
hill and around a pulley at the bottom, then goes up and around 
a pulley on the lower weight and back again to South Main street, 
where it is securely anchored. 

A car coming down the hill grips the cable and draws it along, 
the weight moving up the hill at just half the speed that the car 
goes down, as it has but half the distance to travel. The weight 
of the car is balanced by the iron weight. It is possible by in- 
creasing the tension to so regulate the counterweight, that the 
speed of the car will be under most perfect control. 

At the power-house the three tandem compound engines which 
were first put in and belted to generators, have been changed and 
armatures have been placed on the shaft of each engine, so that 
the equipment now consists of five engines with direct coupled 
generators; these three engines are built for a development of 
750 horse power each. There are also two other larger engines, 
cross-compounded, capable of developing 1800 horse power each. 
All these engines are of the Greene pattern, built by the Provi- 
dence Steam Engine Co. 

The building affords ample room for all the requirements of 
boilers, engines, dynamos, etc., and this is probably the best ar- 
ranged plant, for the purposes desired, to be found in the country. 

SAFETY BRAKES FOR ELECTRIC CARS. 

There have been many attempts to produce a brake that would 
fulfil the necessary requirements, but as a rule they have not been 
successful. There is, however, a new device, invented by Mr. A. 
K. Bonta, of the Hudson Electric Light Company of Hoboken, 
which it is claimed fully accomplishes the object sought, that is, to 
stop the car so quickly as to prevent in very many cases accidents 
which could not have been avoided with the hand-brake. It is a 
safety-brake designed to be used in addition to the regular chain. 
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gear, as an emergency brake only. It is claimed that it trans- 
forms the energy stored in the moving body into a force tending 
to prevent the turning of the motor armatures, (the source of 
power in an electric car,) in the direction necessary for the forward 
movement of the car, and thereby stops the car in a very few feet. 

This device has been examined by the Joint Committee on 
Street Railroads of the Massachusetts Legislature, who were 
much pleased with its efficiency. 

The fact that electric cars are propelled through the public 
streets and highways of our cities and larger towns, renders it im- 
perative that the very best methods of controlling the speed, and 
of stopping the cars as quickly as possible, should be adopted. 
The old hand-brake used on cars hauled by horses was well 
enough in its way and could generally be relied upon to control 
the cars, but even then there were times, when the rails were slip- 
pery on account of frost or fog, that in going down steep inclines, 
the cars became unmanageable, and the safety of the passengers 
was endangered. 

But with electric power, larger and very much heavier cars have 
been adopted and a much higher rate of speed attained, while the 
manner of controlling the speed has been improved but little if 
any. It seems to me that this question is of more consequence 
even than that of fenders, and I think unless it is taken up and 
acted upon by the roads themselves, it should be made a subject 
for judicious legislation. 

FENDERS. 

The only line in the State which has put fenders upon its cars 
is the Interstate road. Its cars are equipped with the style of 
fender used by the West End road in Boston, and also used very 
extensively in the State of Massachusetts. I do not consider it 
by any means a model fender, yet it is perhaps better than none. 

The Union Railroad Co. of Providence is still experimenting 
with fenders of different makes, but has done nothing in the way 
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of equipping its cars with any fender, though I think two at leat 
of the different ones it has tested, would answer very well. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

Of the 636 cars owned by the different companies, 210 are 
warmed by the electrical current, and are generally in a comfort- 
able condition. 

CAPITAL STOCK, ETC. 

The eight street railway corporations reported 143.426 miles of 
track, with a paid-up capital of $3,282,000. They own 22 horses, 
404 motor or grip cars, and 232 other cars. This is an increase 
in capital stock of $42,500 ; increase in miles of track, 20.379 ; in- 
crease in motor or grip cars, 59 ; decrease in other cars, 69, and in 
horses used, 185. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $382,200; floating debt, 
$1,736,475.94, making the total indebtedness $2,118,675.94. This 
is an increase in the funded debt of $22,200 ; a decrease in the 
floating debt of $545,455,96, and a decrease in total indebtedness 
of $523,255.96. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

Their total receipts for the year were $1,624,280.61; expendi- 
tures, $989,074.16; net earnings, $635,206.45. As compared with 
the returns of the previous year, these figures show an increase in 
receipts of $153,956.18 ; a decrease in expenditures of $296,431.77 ; 
an increase in net earnings of $450,381.95. 

PROPERTY AND ASSETS. 

The total property and assets of these corporations, without the 
Interstate Street Railway Co., which made no return, are reported 
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as $6,596,362.50, an increase over last year's report of $113,589.68 ; 
or if the property of the Interstate, as reported last year, $885,- 
210.59, be omitted, the other Companies have made an increase in 
valuation of $968,800.27. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The whole number of passengers carried was 32,618,473, an in- 
crease of 3,078,048 over the preceding year. Every road except 
the Providence Cable Tramway and the Interstate show an in- 
crease. In the case of the latter Company the very large de- 
crease was because traffic was discontinued for several months, 
the power-house having been destroyed by fire. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations is 
reported as 1,132, which is 43 less than stated last year, but as the 
Interstate road has made no report as to employees, the number is 
really about the same as last year. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The only road that paid a dividend was the Newport Street 
Railway Co., which paid a dividend of 7 per cent, on its preferred 
guaranteed stock. 

ACCIDENTS. 

There were twenty-seven accidents reported to me as occurring 
in connection with the street railways, in which 7 persons were 
killed and 27 were injured. Of the persons killed, 5 were walking 
on or crossing the tracks, 1 was lying upon track, 1 was thrown in 
front of moving car by an unruly horse. Of the 27 persons who 
were injured, 10 were on account of collision of cars with teams, 7 
were attempting to cross the tracks, 6 jumped from cars while in 
motion, 3 were on account of car jumping track, 1 fell from mov- 
ing car. There were quite a number of other slight accidents but 
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not of sufficient importance to report. The following is the list 
in detail : 

January 19. Electric car No. 50, Pawtucket St. Railway Co., on 
Broad street, at 5:27 P. M., struck a team belonging to N. T. & 
J. N. Molter of Providence. The driver, Otto Nonnermancher, was 
thrown out and considerably bruised. 

January 19. John Riley, of Valley Falls, while walking on Broad 
street near Jenks street, Central Falls, was struck by electric car 
No. 7, Pawtucket St. Railway Co., but escaped with a few bruises. 

January 28. Electric car No. 7, Pawtucket St. Railway Co., 
struck a team on Broad street, belonging to E. C. Webb & Co. of 
Providence. The team attempted to cross the track only a few 
feet ahead of the car. Mr. S. Burgess was thrown out and con- 
siderably injured. 

February 6. Jeremiah Lynch attempted to cross the track of 
Union R. R. Co., North Main street, Providence, in front of elec- 
tric car No. 206, but was struck by car, knocked down and con- 
siderably injured. 

February 19. John T. Jackson, a passenger on car of Union 
R. R. Co., attempted to get off the car while it was in motion at 
the corner of Washington and Prospect streets, but fell and re- 
ceived painful injuries. He was taken to the R. I. Hospital. 

March 19. Electric car No. 3, Pawtucket St. Railway Co., 
struck Christopher Bray of Valley Falls, who stepped from behind 
a wagon, directly in front of the car. He was knocked down and 
severly injured. 

March H. Joseph Delisle, a passenger on electric car No. 8, 
Woonsocket St. Railway Company, while riding on front platform, 
lost his hat off and jumped after it while car was in motion. He 
escaped with slight injuries. 

April IS. Martin P. Kenney and wife, of Thornton, who were 
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riding in covered wagon near Valley street, Providence, were 
struck by electric car No. 24, Union Eailroad Co. The wagon was 
tipped over ; Mr. Kinney had his shoulder dislocated, hip sprained 
and was otherwise injured ; his wife was considerably bruised. 

April 23. Very early in the morning, Cranston electric car of 
the Union Eailroad Co., came in collision, on Cranston street, with 
a large wagon containing a party of thirteen persons who were on 
their way home from Natick. The wagon was capsized and the 
whole party were considerably shaken up and bruised; Miss 
Florence Corbin had a shoulder dislocated; Miss Mary Manley 
received a severe blow on head ; Mr. Joseph Highney was con- 
siderably injured. 

May 30. Emma Anderson was riding on electric car No. 324, 
Union Railroad Co., on Broad street, and dropped a bank-bill in 
the street ; without waiting for the car to fully stop, she jumped 
off, was thrown to the ground and considerably injured. 

June 6. Electric car No. 129, Union Railroad Co., came in col- 
lision with a milk cart, near the corner of Wayland avenue and 
Seekonk street. The driver was thrown out and the wheels of the 
cart passed over him. He was taken to the R. I. Hospital. 

June 24. Thomas Witham, six years old, ran in front of electric 
car No. 20, Woonsocket St. Railway Co., on Social street, Woon- 
socket, was struck by car, knocked down and received injuries to 
head and body. 

July 10. James Gallagher fell or jumped from electric car No. 
333, Union Railroad Co., while it was passing Royal street, and 
was severely injured. He was taken to the R. I. Hospital. 

July 17. Herbert B. Ross, of Providence, jumped from electric 
car No. 343, Union Railroad Co., as it was passing down North 
Main street. His ankle was broken. He was taken to the R. I. 
Hospital. 

July 29. Frank B. Best, seven years old, attempted to cross the 
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track on Cranston street in front of electric car No. 183 of the 
Union Railroad Co., but was knocked down, run over and killed 
almost instantly. 

July 29. Peter Timonie, of Providence, while crossing track, 
near corner Washington and Union streets, was struck by electric 
car No. 271, Union Railroad Co., and knocked down, receiving a 
severe blow on the head. He was taken to the R. I. Hospital. 

July 30. Eugene Bender, of Providence, while turning his 
team round on Westminster street, was struck by electric car 114, 
Union Railroad Co. He was thrown out, several ribs broken and 
his back injured. 

August 5. Anthony Swanson, five years old, ran in front of 
electric car No. 648, Union Railroad Co., on Elm wood Avenue, was 
knocked down, run over and killed instantly. 

August 18. James H. Gartland, of Providence, attempted to 
cross the track on North Main street, in front of electric car No. 
446, Union Railroad Co. He was struck by corner of car, knocked 
down, and the forward wheel passed over him, causing almost 
instant death. 

September 19. Electric car No. 620, Union Railroad Co., while 
passing over Rumford bridge, jumped the track and landed in the 
river. Mrs. Jane Wardell, Mrs. Addie A. Scott and Mrs. Patrick 
McMannus were in the car. Fortunately the water was not deep 
and they were all rescued, receiving slight injuries. 

October 12. Joseph Moran, of Providence, fell from electric car 
No. 28, Pawtucket St. Railway Co., as it was crossing John Street 
bridge, Lonsdale, and received severe injuries. 

November 2. Mr. Baker, an employee of the Woonsocket St. 
Railway Co., while unloading car trucks, had his finger crushed. 

November 22. Electric car No. 618, Union Railroad Co., struck 
C. Tisdale Gibbs of East Providence, who was lying on the track

near the Squantum grounds. He was run over and killed almost 
instantly. 

JVbvember 28. Mrs. Cooney stepped from electric car of Woon- 
socket St. Railway Co., at Cumberland Hill, while car was in 
motion. She was thrown down but escaped with slight injuries. 

December 16. Henry T. Swallow of Providence, attempted to 
cross the tracks on a bicycle in front of electric car No. 17, Union 
Railroad Co. The bicycle struck the track, turned toward the 
car, and he was thrown under the rear wheel which passed over 
his right arm. His skull was fractured. He was taken to the 
R. I. Hospital, where the arm was amputated, but he died Jan. 
4, 1896. 

December 17. William Johnson of Pawtucket, was struck by 
electric car No. 27, Pawtucket St. Railway Co., and instantly 
killed. He was holding his horse when the car came up Broad 
street, but in some way was thrown by the animal directly in 
front of car. 

December 31. Henry Butler, seven years old, of Worcester, 
Mass., who was visiting in Woonsocket, while playing in the 
street was run over by electric car No. 88, Woonsocket St. Rail- 
way Co. and received injuries from which he died the next day. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In view of the large number of persons killed and injured while 
walking upon the tracks of the steam railroads, I would again re- 
commend the passage of a law making such trespassing a misde- 
meanor, and providing that any person so trespassing should not 
be allowed any action for damages if injured while standing or 
walking upon the tracks in violation of said law. 

I would also recommend that the electric roads throughout the 
State should be required, without unnecessary delay, to equip 
every car used for passengers with fenders and wheel-guards. 
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» 

In the Appendix will be found all the laws of the State pertain- 
ing to Railroads, compiled from the General Laws. 

I have found the officers of both steam and street roads to be 
very willing to accept and act upon such suggestions as I have 
from time to time made to them, and I believe they are desirous 
of doing everything in .their power to promote the safety and 
convenience of the public ; sometimes, however, the public are un- 
willing to be protected, if they think or imagine that their private 
or personal rights or privileges are infringed by the regulations 
made for that purpose.

CHAPTEE 40.— Sections 13, 33. 
Sec. 13. The several town councils and boards of alder- Powers of, as 

boards or 

men shall be ex-officio boards of health in their respective health 
towns, and may make such rules and regulations, not repug- 
nant to law, as they shall judge proper, for the preservation 
of the health of the inhabitants thereof, the prevention and 
abatement of nuisances, the promotion of cleanliness, the re- 
moval of the causes and the prevention of the introduction 
and spread of any contagious or infectious disease therein ; 
either by removing the inhabitants of their respective towns, 
or forbidding or regulating ingress or egress of persons to 
and from the same, or any parts thereof, or otherwise ; and 
in case of sea-port towns, by making rules and regulations 
respecting quarantine. The town council of any town, or 
the city council of any city, may establish such regulations 
as they may deem proper in reference to cattle or other 
animals coming from without this state by railroad, for the 
health and safety of such cattle and other animals, for pre- 
venting the obstruction of the public highways by them, for 
the safety of the people who may have occasion to use such 
highways, and with reference to the slaughtering or selling

and may arrest without warrant and detain not exceeding 
six hours, any such idle and noisy persons found by him in 
the act of wilfully and idly intruding at any such places, and 
there remaining when commanded to depart by such consta- 
ble.

graphic or telephonic apparatus or by means of fire-alarm 
signals, burglar-alarm signals, police signals, railway signals 
or other apparatus or appliance for the transmission of intel- 
ligence, or shall cut, destroy, break down or injure or shall 
attempt to cut, destroy, break down or injure any pole, 
bracket, insulator or other device, apparatus or appliance for 
supporting or carrying any such electric wire, or shall do 
any other act interrupting or intended to interrupt the trans- 
mission of the electric current over any such electric wire, 
shall be liable to indictment therefor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined not exceeding three thousand dollars or im- 
prisoned not exceeding two years : Provided, that nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to authorize or permit 
the attachment, erection, use, operation or maintenance of 
any such electric wire, apparatus, pole, bracket, insulator, or 
other device or appliance, upon the property of any person 
or corporation, without the consent of the owner or owners 
thereof ; nor to prevent any properly authorized person from 
removing any such electric wire, apparatus, pole, bracket, 
insulator or other device or appliance for the purpose of 
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permitting the passage of any building or structure, the 
moving of which has been duly authorized by any city or 
town council.
